“Arsenic, carbolic acid and other 
poisons are labeled under the regu­ 
lations of the federal food and drug 
adm inistration."

“and alco!vol should be designated 
in the same way. 
During prohibi­ 
tion the bartenders of speakeasies 
often Justifiably put “poison” labels 
on their bottles, possibly with good 
effect on th eir customers.

Ila bit-form ing drug of western civ­ 
ilization and certainly of America 
is alcohol," he continued. The sum 
total of deaths and m ental wreck­ 
age from brie use of narcotics is 
far greater th an from any other 
toxic substance and “if the Federal 
F w d Drug and Cosmetic Act is de­ 
signed to prevent and to protect 
the- American public and its health 
from the m enace of drug Intoxica­ 
tion and addiction, then it should 
apply to alcohol Instead of neglect­ 
ing it altogether."

EVI N CHURCHILL 
Xncnedib’e as it seems to Americans, who feel 
that the British war effort la as much as can be 
expected under the circumstances, each new deleat 
revives tile possibility of a change in the Churchill 
cabinet 
Even the prime minister, himself, Is ndl 
immune to criticism. 
Yet, because there is no sign that anyone else in 
Britain at Hie moment could command more confi­ 
dence os prime minister. Mr. Churchill's position 
seems secure. It is assumed that by shufflings inside 
his cabinet he wi I be able to avert a general re­ 
organization. 
I t is a striking reminder to Americans that their 
own ml'givtngs about criticism of the government 
are poorly founded when Britons feel free to clamor 
for better leadership in Hie face of actual peril. Po­ 
litical leadership that is not kept continuous'y re­ 
sponsive to popular opinion is subject always to loss 
of popular confidence. 
Under a parliamentary system, changes of govern­ 
ment can be made to meet the ebb and flow of confi­ 
dence as may seem necessary; executive authority 
may bt terminated by the wi I of tile legislature. In 
the United States, of course, authority continues un­ 
til the n» xt date for an election. 
But tile arrangement hi no m anner restricts the 
right to criticize. If Winston Churchill can be made 
to answer in beleaguered Britain for the .shortcom­ 
ings of a heavily handicapped war effort, certainly 
there is no member of the government of the United 
S tates immune to his countrymen's 'How come?”
